On 12/29/2009, at approximately 0141 hours, I was dispatched to 214 N Gilbert Rd #221 Mesa, AZ for 
Suspicious Activity. 

Mesa Police call comments stated that a known male subject borrowed the reporting party's vehicle. 
The male then called the RP and told her that her vehicle (with AZ license plate AHT4776) had been 
stolen from the Valero at McKellips/Mesa Dr and he had been arrested by Police. Call comments also 
stated Mesa Police Dispatch checked and there was no call received from the Valero. 

An NCIC/ACJIS check on the vehicle was clear and showed it is registered to a Constance Gayer and 
David Kroblen. 

I made contact with the reporting party, verbally identified as Constance Gayer. She was also with 
her boyfriend, verbally identified as Jason Ready.

At approximately 2345 hours on 12/28/2009 a friend of theirs named Morgan showed up and asked to 
borrow the listed vehicle for about 30 minutes to run some errands. They agreed and allowed him to 
borrow the listed vehicle. At approximately 0103 hours on 12/29/2009, they called Morgan and he 
informed them he was putting gas in the car and was only five minutes away. At approximately 0116 
hours he called them again and stated the listed vehicle had been stolen from the Valero gas station 
located at the intersection of McKellips Rd and Mesa Dr in Mesa, AZ. He told them while he was 
paying for the gas, someone hot wired the car and stole it. Morgan told them he called Police but 
didn't want to stay to report it because he had warrants. 


He later called back and told them he was being arrested by Police and they would no longer allow 
him to talk on the cell phone. After this, Constance and Jason were unable to reach Jason. 


Constance and Jason said they did not know Morgan's last name or DoB. They stated his last name was 
something like Sanchez but was able to provide me with his cell and current home 

address (300 S Val Vista Dr #32 Mesa, AZ. 


I attempted to call Morgan's cell phone and it went to voicemail. I left him a message stating him 
to call Mesa Police non-emergency number if he got my message. I informed him that Constance and 
Jason wanted to report the listed vehicle stolen and that charges may be filed against him. 

Officer Palmer #10326 and I went to 300 S Val Vista Dr #32 Mesa, AZ to see if the listed vehicle or 
Morgan was there. 

I made contact with Morgan Sample, who I identified by AZ ID card. Morgan told me he took the 
vehicle because Constance's brother asked him to. Morgan verbally identified the brother as David 
Kroblen. David Kroblen is also listed as a registered owner for the listed vehicle. Morgan said he 
and David are good friends and David asked him to take the listed vehicle from Constance because she 
was not making any payments on the vehicle. 

Morgan said David faxed him over a copy of the vehicle's title and other paperwork several days ago. 
I asked Morgan where the paperwork was and he said he threw it away. 

Morgan said he parked the listed vehicle in the parking lot at Banner Gateway Hospital. 

I asked Morgan if he was a repo agent. He said no. 

While I was talking with Morgan, Officer Palmer talked with David over the phone. According to 
Officer Palmer, David told him that he was sick of paying for the listed vehicle since Constance was 
not paying him back. So David asked Morgan to take the car away from her since he (David) lives in 
Philadelphia, PA and could not do it himself. 

Neither David nor Morgan was able to provide any court order or any other paperwork to back up their 
claims. 


I informed Morgan he needed to return the listed vehicle to Constance since she is listed as the 
registered owner. 

A routine background check on Morgan showed his driver's license was suspended. 

I made contact with Sherri Leal, identified by FL DL, and Joan Eskew, identified by AZ DL. Sherri is

Joan's daughter and both were at the dispatch location. I informed them of the situation and they 
agreed to assist in returning the listed vehicle. 


I contacted Constance by phone and advised her of the situation. Constance told me it was okay for 
Sherri to drive the listed vehicle back to her apartment from Banner Gateway. 


I followed Joan, Sherri, and Morgan down to Banner Gateway in my Patrol vehicle. Once reaching 
there, Sherri drove the listed vehicle back to 214 N Gilbert Rd #221 Mesa, AZ. 


I returned the keys of the listed vehicle to Constance and informed her of the situation. Constance 
told me her brother gave her the vehicle since she was struggling financially. She said she had no 
idea David was upset and wanted to take the car back. Constance said that she believes her name is 
on the title of the vehicle as well but was unable to provide me with paperwork. 

I informed Constance the issue of the car ownership with her brother is a civil matter. 

Constance stated she will assist in prosecution if any charges are filed against Morgan. 

Constance and Jason completed witness statements. 

I request this incident be forwarded to auto theft detectives for review.

SUPPLEMENT NARRATIVE

On 12-29-09 1 was assigned this case for follow up. 

On 12-29-09 1 spoke to David Kroblen on the telephone. David told me he purchased the car and Constance was supposed to be 
paying the payments. David stated Constance has not been, "Playing by the rules." 1 informed David that if he wanted to 
repossess the vehicle he needed to do so in a legal manner. David agreed he should have let the police know he was attempting to 
repossess the vehicle. 

1 advised David that due to the fact both his name and Constance's name was on the title they are both legal owners of the vehicle. 
Therefore this case appears to be a civil matter. 1 instructed David to seek legal assistance if he would like to take possession of 
the vehicle. According to the report Constance also gave Morgan permission to drive the vehicle. Therefore, Morgan was given 
permission by both owners to drive the vehicle. 1 am closing this case unfounded as this is a civil matter between David and 
Constance.
